The deal for the sale of the first eight acres of 
Shantz Crossing is not out of the woods yet. 

And it has twists and turns that complicate it. 

For instance, it still hasn't been confirmed that 
West Ridge Five Homes and Scott Builders who pre¬ 
sented at the town’s Shantz Village open house will 
be the building contractors. 

Most of the complications 
being ironed out are confi¬ 
dential between the seller, 
the Town of Didsbury, and 
the buyer, Shantz Village 
Land Corporation. 

So the Town of Didsbury

However the sale of the 
eight-acre Phase 1 of Shantz 
Village is an achievement in 
a year in which building con¬ 
struction and land development is a milestone, an 
achievement for the town, the council and the tax¬ 
payers of Didsbury. 

And all things being equal, Shantz Village Phase 1 
will be built. 

Many people said the transaction would never hap¬ 
pen. 

They, as it happily turns out, were wrong. 

The prospect of new adult housing, jobs building it 
and contracts to the subtrades are the bright spot in 
the gloomy local economy. 

The remaining 37 acres for phases 2 to 5 are cov¬ 
ered by a conditional sale. 

So the successful completion of the remaining 
stages of the sale will steadily feed the tow n’s growth 
for several years to come. 

The current state of the construction trades is not 
healthy. 

Contractors are accepting terms for their work that 
aren’t very profitable when they are profitable at all. 

Many decision-makers in the subtrades are turning 
down zero-margin work as too risky. 

And they are accepting contracts just to keep the 
cash flowing and their employees at work. 

Taxpayers as buyers of construction services bene¬ 
fit because competitive bidding drives prices down 
and the low 7 bidder is given the job if it is capable of 
doing the work. 

For instance the low bid from Foran Equipment 
Ltd. for the Rosebud sanitary trunk sewer was, at 
$936,276.74, roughly half what consulting engineers 
at ISL Engineering and Land Services expected. 

In that case the costs to the town of developing 
Shantz Village, one of the tracts of raw land to be 
serviced by the Rosebud line, will be lower than 
expected. 

Good for the town's taxpayers and the cost of 
doing business in a recession for Foran. 

One would expect the economics of the first phase 
of Shantz Village would be similarly tight for con¬ 
tractors who get the work. 

The developer now has two incentives to proceed: 
he’s a taxpayer and if he starts to huild in 2016, he 
will glean the benefit of lower construction costs. 

Work there will be. 

It’s a time to celebrate - modestly - but celebrate 
nonetheless. 


Immigration resentment not the 
only issue in the U.K. 


I am moved to comment on Simon Ducatel’s 
piece, “Overzealous and unquestioning nationalism 
a disease of humankind,” in the July 5 edition of the 
Didsbury Review. 

In particular “Brexit, which broken down by demo¬ 
graphics was overwhelmingly rejected by younger 
generations, largely seems to have blossomed under 
a growing nationalistic sentiment combined with 
sour resentment of immigration and demonizing of 
refugees.” 

Firstly, I would like to point out that “resentment 
of immigration and demonizing of refugees” is not 
a sentiment exclusive to the U.K. It happens every¬ 
where, whether we like to admit it or not. Recent 
incidents in Calgary prove that. 

That the perpetrators may be ignorant of world 
events or easily led in their opinions is not to be 
debated here. The situation in the U.K. is prompted 
more by frustration at ineffectual and inattentive 
governing bodies which has spilled over into resent¬ 
ment on many issues, not just immigration. 

Please also consider these few economic and prac¬ 
tical facts. The population of the U.K. is about 65 
million people, 8.6 million of them in London alone 
(The Guardian, Feb. 9, 2016), whereas the popula¬ 
tion of Canada is about 36.5 million people. 

The land mass of the U.K. is 244,820 square 
kilometres, the land mass of Canaria 9.985 million 
square kilometres. The U.K., comprised of Englmid, 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland will fit into the 
province of Alberta approximately 2.5 times. 

Given those numbers, where would Mr. Ducatel 
consider it appropriate to put all the extra people 
who arrive in the U.K.? Where an 1 they to live and 
work? If they cannot find homes and jobs, whose 
responsibility is it to feed, house and otherwise take 
care of them in an already overtaxed society? 

All the services in the U.K. are stretched to the 
extreme. It is a wonder that poor little island does 
not sink into the North Sea under the weight of its 
many burdens. 

1 remember the first immignurts from the West 
Indies in the 1950s, and the subsequent clashes 


because of the above mentioned reasons. In the 
1970s, the U.K. took in approximately 27,(XX) 
Ugandans of Asian descent when they were expelled 
by Idi Amin. The U.K. took many more from 
throughout the Commonwealth, then more when 
they entered the European Common Market in 1973. 
In that referendum I voted NO, because even then 
the resources in the U.K. were already stretched. 

Immigration is only the tip of the iceberg. Most 
U.K. industries have suffered the effects of being a 
member of the Common Market, fishing and farming 
in particular. 

Some industries have disappeared altogether 
because of petty-fogging decisions made by faceless, 
unelected, undemocratic bureaucrats in Brussels 
who appear to be accountable to no one. Rules and 
regulations devised by these bureaucrats have ulti¬ 
mately crippled growth. 

Are five laws for pillowcases, 109 laws for the pil¬ 
lows, and 31 laws governing toothpaste really neces¬ 
sary?

What Ls happening now is the result of past, and 
unwise, decisions. There are times when, rather than 
push on like lenunings, it is far better to draw back 
and regroup to build a better, bigger, more fair and 
prosperous future for everyone, whoever they may 
be and whatever country they come from. 

Will it be a quick fix? No. It’s taken 43 years for 
this mess to evolve. It may take as long for people’s 
attitudes to their governing bodies, as well as each 
other, to recover.
